i NEA)—There is nothing so 
perplexing for Americans as 
having a bunch of poor people 
loitering about with their mal- 
nutrition showing. 


This is especially true in 


West Virginia. 


Folks here are of hearty, 


fundamental stock. They have 
cut their homes and way of 
life out of solid Appalachian 
Mountain rock. They've done 
well 
And they believe any- 


one, with hard work and God's 
help, can do the same. 


Unfortunately, 
it 
doesn't 


work out that way. 


That's why the poor are per- 


plexing. 


Most people in West Vir- 


ginia want to work hard. Most 
people want God's help. But 
in Mingo County the 
unem- 


ployment rate is 20 per cent, 
in Lincoln County the infant 
mortality rate is three times 
the national a v e r a g e . In 
McDowell County, $3 million 
in welfare funds }s distributed 
annually. 


Incredible 
privation exists 


in some areas. Children with- 
out soap are dyed black from 
coal dust. 
Whole communi- 


ties are 
without 
sanitation 


facilities. 
Clothes 
arc 
too 


often a luxury for some Beans 
and oatmeal are 
too 
often 


common diets 


To the ordinary, well-fed 


West Virginian, the confusion 
of these conditions is multi- 
plied by the sheer scope of 
them. 
A Sunday drive into 


the back hills is like entering 
another w o r l d . 
The poor 


themselves are like foreign- 
ers. 


"I've 
lived in this state all 


my life." says an automobile 
salesman "Vet some of the 
people 1 see still amaze me 
I just can't b e 1 i e v e they 
exist." 


Many people, in fact, don't 


believe

candidly feels that thousands 
of West V i r g i n i a n s are so 
habituated to poverty condi- 
tions that they no longer look, 


and they no longer see. 


Says Monroe: "It's kind of 


a social cataract." 


Monroe, 37, is the widely 


controversial state director 
of the Office of Economic Op- 
portunity. As such, he should 
be a political fence-straddler. 
He isn't. 


"I don't like the phoniness 


that we've pulled off in this 
state," he says bluntly. "We 
go around praising our beauti- 
ful lakes and our beautiful 
mountains. 
Well, they are 


beautiful, but . . . we've got 
a lot of ugly poverty areas 
here too. 


"I don't think that we're 


really interested in realizing 
this. Even the church isn't. 
The poor are in the way. 
They're bothersome. 
If the 


church could, it would get rid 
of the poor by machine-gun- 
ning them on the front lawn, 


"We've got to start looking 


at the poor as people. 
We 


can't be phony or impersonal. 
We've got to accept them and 
their ideas if we're ever go- 
ing to do any good in this 
state." 


Monroe and his OEO are 


variously thought of in West 
Virginia. Many feel he is an 
overaged militant with soph- 
omoric, 
unworkable 
promo- 


^tions. 
Others think he's a 


'breath of fresh wind in the 
otherwise 
stagnant 
air 
of 


poverty programing. 


Monroe himself is aware of 


the controversy. 


"My 
mission," 
he 
says 


"may be suicidal." 


The 
mission, 
as 
Monroe 


rather 
down. 


"We have to motivate the 


poor. Nobody has ever tried 
that before. I don't think any- 
body else is trying it now. We 
have to get them to pitch in 
and help. We have to have 
maximum feasible participa- 
tion from them. 


"We must establish some 


sort of communication 
be- 


tween these people and their 
government. If we don't they 
will have to agree with Rich- 
ard Nixon, the war on poverty 
would indeed be a cruel hoax 
on the poor. 


"I think we can reduce 


poverty in this state 
only 


when the people themselves 
decide to do it. When the poor 
decide they are through living 
as they are and when they 
decide they want to live like 
everybody else." 


This idea, of course, is re- 


pugnant to many, especially 
politicians who shiver at the 
thought of hordes of organized 
poor pounding on their doors. 
Thus, Monroe's doctrine has 
gotten o n l y lukewarm re- 
sponse throughout the state.

Two Negro Guard officers, Lt. 


Col. William S. Frye and Maj. 
Carl E. Brlscoe, reported a 
gratifying reception from Negro 
youths in New Jersey during the 
recruiting campaign. They said 
they were not harried by any 
Black Power groups.

Pleasant, received bodies of 
four men and one unidentified 
woman.
